Heitzeberg’s pork packing establishment 
on the northwest corner of Broadway and 
Dock street was visited by safe blowers 
shortly after 1 o’clock this morning, who 
bound and gagged the night watchman, blew 
open the safe and got away with $400. 

Charles Herold of 1310 Wright street is the 
night watchman who was surprised and 
overpowered by the burglars. He is a tall, 
thin man of 22 with a slight brownish mus- 
tache. About 1 o’clock this morning,“ said 
he, “I sat down in the office here to eat 
my lunch. When I had finished my meal I 
went back to the rear of the building and 
out of the back door, intending to go down 
and fire up the furnace. Just as I got outside 
I saw a man standing a few feet away from 
me. I stopped suddenly, very much sur- 
prised to see him, but thinking it was some 
friend of mine trying to play a joke on me, 
I was just going to ask who he was when 
another fellow jumped out from the wash 
house and putting a pistol to my head, told 
me to threw up my hands. I did. Then he 
told me he wanted the money in the 
safe. ‘I knéw its in there,’ said he, ‘because 
I used to work here.’ Then they tok me in- 
side, sat me down on a chair, tied a handker- 
chief around my eyes and put a rubber ball 
in my mouth. Then, not satisfied, they put 
a white butcher’s apron over my head, tying 
the stringe under my chin. They cut a hole 
in it for me to breathe through and then 
asked me if it was too tight. Then they 
asked me what safe the mon was in. 
I told them the little safe. They left me on 
the chair and then a little while later I 
heard what sounded like a muffled powder 
blast. Then I knew they had blown the 
safe and a few minutes later I heard them 
skip out the way they came in. Then I strug- 

led to free myself and after about half an 
fours work, succeeded in getting loose. I 
couldn't make any resistance to the bur- 

lars as they were both armed and I wasn’t.

10 THE CZAR 


Russian Liberals Reply to the Em- 
peror's Recent Speech. 


A Demand for Supremacy of the Law 
Over the Whims of an 
Autocrat. 


BERLIN, Feb. 25.—Count Tolstol, the not- 
ed Russian novelist and social reformer, is 
said to be the author of the Liberal mani- 
festo recently issued against the Czar’s dec- 


laration that he would uphold autocracy as 
ardently as his late father. 

Dispatches of Jan. 29 gave an outline of a 
speech made by the Czar in reply to the ad- 
dresses of delegations representing the no- 
bility of the principal cities and many pro- 
vincial assemblies who called to con- 
gratulate him upon his marriage. The Czar 
said he had learned that in some of the pro- 
vincial assemblies voices had been raised 
proposing that these bodies should have a: 
share in the settlement of affairs of State 
and expressing other absurd ideas.“ The 
Emperor added that he wished everybody 
to understand that while he devoted all his 
powers to his dear 8 he was as ard- 
ently resolved as Was his dear father to up- 
hold the autocracy of the Czar. 

This remark attracted widespread atten- 
tion throughout Russia and incidentally 
throughout the world. To the majority of 
people the Czar’s utterance was a surprise, 
as he had been credited with possessing lib- 
eral ideas, which might in time, it was 
hoped, induce him to inaugurate reforms 
in the Government of Russia. But his dec- 
laration of his intention to uphold the au- 
tocracy of the Czar’s seemed to put an 
end to all such hopes, and on Feb. 14 the 
Daily Chronicle of London printed a mani- 
festo issued by the People’s Rights party 
of Russia in the form of a letter to the 
Czar which was then being circulated 
throughout the Russian Empire. After cen- 
suring the Czar for his assertion of abso- 
lutism, the letter read: 

“The most advanced liberals asked only 
for the harmony of Czar and people, ‘:ee 
speech and the supremacy of law over the 
arbitrariness of the executive. You were 
deceived and frightened by the represeiita- 
tions of courtiers and bureaucrats. Society 
will understand perfectly that it was the 
bureautocracy, which jealously guards .': 
own omnipotence, that spoke through you. 
The bureautocracy, beginning with the coun. 
cil of Ministers. and ending with the lowest 
country constables, hates any development, 
social or individual, and actively prevents 
the monarch’s free intercourse with the rep- 
resentatives of his people, except as they 
come in gala dress, presenting congratula 
tions. Your —.— proves that any attempt 
to speak out before the throne, even in the 
Most loyal form, about the prime needs of 
the country meets only a rebuff. Society 
expected from you encouragement and help, 
but got Only a reminder of your omnipotence, 
giving the impression of utter estrangemet.t 
of Czar from people.

TO REVISE THE STATUTES. 


John H. Bathwell Issues a Statement in 
Behalf of His Bill. 


Bpecia] to The Post-Dispatch. 

. JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 25.—Col. 
Sonn H. Bothwell, Chairman of the Judi- 
ciliary Committee of the House, has pre- 
pared a statement explaining and support- 
ing House bill No. 671, introduced by him, 


providing for the creation of a commission 
of two to revise the statutes. This meas- 
ure, which is very important from the 
standpoint of the bar and judiciary, will 
undoubtedly pass the House and probably 
the Senate also. Col. Bothwell, in his state- 
ment, says it is generally admitted that 
the State’s statute law is badly in need of 
complete and thorough revision and con- 
densation. The statutes are needlessly ver- 
bose and crude. They have endless repeti- 
tions of unnecessary words and phrases 
and are replete with contradictions, am- 
biguities and perplexities. The intricacy, 
amwmguity and contradictions of the law are 
the cause of the loss of hundreds of thou- 
gands of dollars annually. No general as- 
sembly or large body of men can propery 
revise these laws. It should be done by a 
small commission of learned men, and their 
work submitted to the Fortieth General Au- 
sembly, which meets in 1899, for considera- 
.tion and action. He argues that it would be 
necessary to give the commission that long 
a time and that the work would result in 
the saving of much money to the State and 
of millions to the people. 


WOODRUFF’S SENTENCE. 


The Ex-Treasurer of Arkansas Gets a 
Year in the Penitentiary. 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 25.—Ex-State 
Treasurer Wm. E. Woodruff has been found 
guilty of the charges made against him, 
and his punishment fixed at one year in the 
penitentiary. The specific charge upon 


which the State Treasurer was convicted, 
as advanced by the State, was that Wood- 
ruff, as Treasurer, obtained an order from 
the State Debt Board for the issuance of 
bond scrip on certain coupons from State 
‘ bonds, stating that the bonds from Which 
said coupons were clipped had been paid 
and said coupons had not; that said coupons 
belonged to one Johnson L. Jones, and said 
owner wanted bond scrip for them. This 
statement was false; that there was no such 
rson as Johnson L. Jones; that the bonds 
rom which the coupons were clipped had 
not been redeemed, and that said coupons 
had been paid into the State and were not 
valid indebtedness against the State; that 
by these false representations he obtained 
the signature of the State Debt Board to an 
order to issue bond scrip in place of the 
coupons; that this was obtaining a signa- 
ture under false pretenses, and hence made 
defendant amenable to the law.

BONDS FOR PUBLIC OFFICERS. 


The New System Recommended by the 
Dockery Commission. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 25.—The re- 
port of the Dockery Commission in favor 
of a system of bonds for public officers, 


which has been provided for in a bill in- 
troduced in the House, says that there is 
no provision made for the examination of 
bonds at regular intervals, to determine 
whether the amount is sufficient or the 
sureties solvent, except in one instance, that 
of paymasters of the army, the law requir+ 
ing that they be renewed each four years 
or oftener by the order of the President. 
There is an average loss of about a quarter 
of the amount due from bondsmen on 
bonds of the Post-office Department and 
about one-half of the sureties on bonds 
given in other departments. There should 
be a reduction in the amounts for which 
bonds are required. There seems to be no 
good reason for requiring bond for $500,000 
of the Assistant Treasurer at New York or 
$150,000 of the Treasurer in Washington. The 
discontinuance of personal bonds and the 
substitution thereof of bonds by companies 
organized to do this character of business, 
would result in an annual saving to the 
Government of at least $68,000. This estimate 
is made on the average of the losses in the 
Post-office Department for the last five 
years.

But any bill presented at this time and 
under the influences back of Pacific rail- 
road legisiation must be viewed with 
suspicion, especially if it have the ap- 
proval of the representatives of the rail- 
roads. Vast interests are involved in this 
question, and Washington is packed with 
lobbyists, not of the ordinary variety, but 
men of great wealth and influence—the 
leaders of railroad and legislative enter- 
prise—who are using every art known to 
expert lobbyists to make Congress the 
instrument of their schemes. The inter- 
ests are too great and the influences too 
dangerous to permit of hasty action. 

No bill should be passed except after 
careful consideration, exacting scrutiny 
and full debate in both the House and 
Senate. Legislation by this Congress in 
the closing days of the session could not 
comply with these conditions and the 
whole matter, therefore, should go over 
for future action. Meanwhile the Gov- 
ernment will be free to defend the people's 
rights in the courts. ä

SILVER IN THE SENATE. 


There is special significance in the 
election of McBride to succeed Dolph as 
Senator from Oregon. Before the Legis- 
lature met ,Dolph’s revelection was con- 
ceded. His defeat was brought about 
after a long and bitter struggle on a 
‘sharply defined money issue. It is a clear 
victory for silver, the only ground of 
opposition to Senator Dolph being his 
votes for gold monometallism. 

Oregon sends a new man to the Senate, 
who is pledged to oppose the gold policy 
and the silver element in that body re- 
celves another accession of strength. 
That element was sufficiently strong in 
the present Senate to pass a free coinage 
bill at any time a vote could be obtained. 
and Senator-elect McBride is only one 
of several recent additions to the silver 
votes. 

Two things are indicated, therefore, by 
McBride’s victory over Dolph. One is 
that the silver sentiment among the peo- 
ple is asserting itself more actively, and 
the other is that bimetallism will be 
stronger in the next Senate than at any 
time since the gold ring won its sharp 
trick of demonetizing silver.

STOP THE SKINNING PROCESS. 


While the United States Treasury was 
bargaining with the international gold 
syndicate to place 4 per cent thirty-year 
bonds at 104 or 104% the little cities of 
Ipswich, Mich., and Athol, Mass., were 
placing theirs of the same terms at 107 
and 107% respectively. Boston, Mass., 
floated 2 $1,000,000 4 per cent loan at 113%, 
and other cities, large and small, made 
equally advantageous terms with money 
lenders. 

This is enough to prove the imbecility 
or worse of the public servants ag Wash- 
ington. But it is not the most vivid ob- 
ject lesson. While the Secretary of the 
Treasury was disposing of the “New 
Yankees” at 104% on the avowed ground 
that the credit of our National Govern- 
ment was not very good, the 4 per cents 
of the negro colony of Jamaica were sell- 
ing in the open market at 111, those of 
British Guinea at 107 and the 4% obliga- 
tions of Fiji at 102. a 

Is anything more needed to show the 
people of the United States that they 
have been buncoed by an alllanęe be- 
tween cunning cupidity on the part of the 
syndicate and cowardice and subservi- 
ence on the part of our Government? In 
the light of the facts here set forth can 
anything be clearer than that the com- 
monwealth of this country has been 
thrown open to a band of plunderers who 
have been invited to help themselves? 
Is there not Something very wrong in the 
administration of public affairs when the 
credit of the United States is placed vol- 
untarily and deliberately on a level lower 
than that of obscure villages and out- 
landish colonies? 

The skinning process has gone far 
enough. The business interests of the 
country demand protection from the 
machinations of the gold ring.

The two salary grabs which were 
rushed through the Committee of the 
Whole in the House of Representatives 
should receive scant consideration when 
they come up for final action.
